DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: in 
claims 2-7, applicant should clarify the preamble to include the timing system, for 
example: in claim 2 applicant could substitute "The device in claim 1" with "the 
timing system of claim 1 Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 5, 
"must" should be change to - is --. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, line 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "the timing function." 

In claim 4, lines 1-2, there is no antecedent basis for "the autonomous 

part." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than 
one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sikes [US 5,894,455]. 

Sikes discloses an alarm clock system [figures 1-4] comprising a base 
station [10] with means of providing settings [column 2, lines 45-60] and a 
separate ear insert [24] with autonomous means to implement these 
settings/produces an audible alarm [column 3, line 21] when not in contact with 
the base station. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/15/04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues: 

1: the prior art does not anticipated a separate setting device for an 
earpiece which is autonomous once set. 

2: the device(s) of the prior art are dependent upon the base station for 
the timing function. 

Examiner disagrees: 

Regarding 1: applicant has not claimed, nor has examiner considered, a 
separate setting device for an earpiece which is autonomous once set. 

Regarding 2: applicant merely claims that the device implements the 
settings. Applicant has not claims any means for the device executing the timing 
function or settings the alarm.
